SHARP CRITICISM OF 


STABILISATION BOARD 


“Mess & Muddle In 
Exchange Market” 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 28 (Reuter)—Under the heading, “Mess and 


Moscow-Leningraa ,Muddle in Exchange Market,” FINANCE AND COMMERCE, a lead- 


ing British financial weekly, sharply criticises the Stabilisation Board 
on its handling of the foreign exchange situation since the freezing 


orders were issued. in London and 


Reviewing events of the past' 
week, the Finance and Commerce! 
asserts that the announcement on ' 
Aug, 18 that a stabilisation board 
would provide exchange for per- 
mitted imports at 3.5/32d and 
5.5/16 U.S. cents—about 14 per 
cent. above the prevailing open 
market quotations—encouraged the 
general public to believe that the 
decline in local currency, which 
followed the freezing orders, would 
be checked, and the first reaction 
was one of surprise and gratitude.” 

The journal continues: “The 
step taken was admittedly belated 
and considerable harm has been 
done by what seems to have been 
the original policy of uncertainty 
and indecision, but in view of the 
unexpectedhy liberal. measure of 
support finally decided, these 
shortcomings were quickly forgot- 
ten and {it was believed that a 
boost of 10 per cent. or more in 
the exchange rate, under official 
auspices, would have the effect of 
immediately checking the rise in 
retail prices which had been going 
on continuously during the pre- 
vious 10 days.” 

SOLD SPARINGLY 

Upon the announcement on Aug.. 
18 of higher rates for permitted 
imports, some of the authorised 
banks sold sparingly af these rates, 
but doubts soon arose whether 
transactions would be acknow- 
ledged by the Stabilisation Board 
whose headquarters are at Hong- 
kong.

the record of the past month, it is 
impossible to conceive that such a 
body could have acted with greater 
Inaptitude and lack of foresight as 
far as Shanghai 1s‘ concerned. 


NOTHING TO THANK 


“Shanghai, with its forelgn busi- 
ness interests, has nothing so far 
for which to thank the Stabilisa- 
tion Board. If when the freezing 
orders were promulgated, it had 
been announced simultaneously 
that exchange would be. provided 
at fixed rates for Shanghai's essen- 
tfal.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE 
ACT IN CANADA 


The Unemployment Insurance 
Act marked Dominion Day, 1941, as 
a redletter day tn Canadian hijs- 
tory. The Act which came into 
effect on July 1, will benefit Can- 
adian workera and prove a factor 


bv making available to employees 
n certain amount of Income even 
when unemployed due to depresser 
conditions. The scheme has been 
develoved following study of 
similar pians in other countries, 
The insurance plan affects all 
workers who earn less than $2.000 
a year, and about 80 per cent of 
the wage-earners of the Dominion 
will come under the plan Certain 
classes of industry are not inclad- 
ed, such as agriculture, forestry, 
fishing, lumbering, domestic ser - 
vice, etc. 
SPECIAL STAMPS 
Contributions are deducted from 
the employee’s wages, and along 
with the employer's contributions 
are recorded in the form of spectal 
stamps {n a small insurance book 
Issued to each worker. Employees 
pay 40 percent, employers the 
same, and the Government 20 per 
cent. The weekly contributions of 
the workers will range from 12 te 
36 cents, according to thelr wages. 
Benefits payable during unem- 
ployment range from $4.08 per 
week for a single person to $14.40 
for q worker With one or more de- 
pendents. Workers of 16 years of 
age or over are Insured. It Its 
estimated that a fund of around 
$56,000,000 will be collected during 
the first year of operation, which 
be invested in Government 
bends, and the interest on these 
securities will go to swell the fund

POSSIBLE NAZI MOVE 


Germany, of course, will at- 
tempt to offset this move—how 
and when we cannot yet know. A: 
possible move may be to intensify, 
submarine operations in the dis- , 
Pule area immediately and simul- 
taneously strive for a knockout 
blow agains; Russia which would 
result in Germany's acquisition of 
the Soviet navy. 

Hitler undoubtedly counts upon

VALUABLE REINFORCEMENT 
This would include two uircraft 


carriers, accommodating 40 planes | 


each; seven cruisers, four of 
8,500 tons, one of 8,300 tons and 
two of 6500 tons.. Then there 
would be ng less than 25 destroy- 
ers of which many will be. of a 
size of nearly 3,000 tons. In adxi- 
tion to these there would be at 
least 10 medium-sized destroyers 
of about 1,200. tons, 18 torpeda 
boat mine-layers and most of 
Russia's 130 motor torpede boats. 
As valuable as these specific re- 
inforcements would be to Hitler's 
navy, the capture of the 75 to 100 
submarines, which Russla is said 
to have in the Baltic, would be a 
far greater asset to him.

ONLY ONE WAY 

What can the British navy do to 
save the Russian navy from 
seizure by Germany?
